Tbo life nf a telegraph company's line- 


man'is a Inburions and dangerous one 
and at times entails great hardships nod 
exposure. In Philadelphia the Western 
Union Company have live ru'enj whose 
'duty is to repair damages to tho' lino in 
or within a few miles of tho city. 
One 


of theae is George JRiley who went to sea 
for seven years of his life and who has 
been in-the employ ot the company .for 
•the past fifteen yeara. In speaking of 
accidents in telegraph life he said: 


"There 13 some danger, ot course, in 


line-wort, but as a rule it can bo avoid- 
ed.if one is 'cool-headed 
and careful. 


.The trouble -with most men is that whtu 
they get accustomed to climbing they 
become careless aud reoltlesa aud aome- 
.times get had falls. The only man of 
our line .who has'been killed in my time 
was thrown to the ground by the break- 
ing: of a cross-bar. There lire vtry nar- 
row escapes, though. I luivo climbed a 
pole that 1 thought was -njd and sound 
and found when near tht; top that it was 
soft and rotterj.

twelve feet, nad otiff saved myself from 
fulling to the ground by grabbing some 
wires.
